Long Beach, Lance Jost had

Jost, who grew up in Banning, Calif.; played sports 
throughout high school and dabbled in art while attend- 
ing San Bernardino Valley College in the late 1950s. 

He said he gravitated toward the arts when he had 
a hard time focusing in other classes. 

“Being ADD as I was, not even understanding 
what that meant at the time ... it was quite a job to 
control my mind to focus on what the teacher was 
saying without imagining what the picture looked

like in my head,” Jost said. 
For a change of pace, he decided to transfer to 
CSULB to focus more on his art. 


Daze at The Beach 

Jost said he became more interested in sculpture 
when he studied under former CSULB instructor 
Kenneth Glenn. Glenn was one of the professors who 
organized the 1965 Sculpture Symposium where nine 
“monumental pieces,” which still stand today, were 


constructed on campus. 

The Long Beach Symposium was one 
of the first events of its kind to be held 
in the United States, according to the 
CSULB website. 

During his time on campus, Jost also became in- 
volved in bringing something called the “acid tests” 
to one of the dining halls on campus. 

The “acid tests,” started by author Ken Kesey, were 
a series of parties in the ‘60s San Francisco Bay Area 
that centered around the use of and experimentation 
with LSD. 

Jost said, however, that the response of his peers 
was sort of a catch-22.

“T had thousands of students look-

duced to Robert August, a well-known 
surfer in the ‘60s. 

“He [August] was the most socially 
hooked-up guy I have ever known in my 
life,” Jost said. “He knew everybody up 
and down the coast. I had been adopted 
into this crowd that you couldn’t pay 
your way into.” 

It also happened to be the time when 


the idea to create the surf documentary, 
“Endless Summer,” was starting to de- 
velop and he was becoming friends with 
the whole surf crowd in Seal Beach. 

“Endless Summer,” which was about 
an around-the-world surf adventure 
starring surfers August and Mike Hyn- 
son, was filmed in the 1960s. 

Jost said that Hynson had the idea of 
getting Hendrix to score the movie, and 
surprisingly, he succeeded. 


Soaring into Greenwich 
Village 

At 29 years old, Jost was introduced 
to Hendrix’s manager, Michael Jeffery, 
to help with the credits in the movie. But, 
when he showed Jeffery his portfolio, his 
path was quickly redirected. 

Jeffery told Jost that Hendrix wanted 
to commission him to paint a mural in 
his recently acquired recording studio in 
New York City: the Electric Lady Studio. 

Jost then met Hendrix for the first 
and only time at the San Diego Sports 
Arena on July 25, 1970, where they dis- 
cussed ideas for the mural. 

However, the day Jost was set to hop 
on the plane to begin his journey with 
Hendrix, he got word that Hendrix had 
died of a drug overdose in London. 

Jost said he was devastated and un- 
sure of his future at that point, but he 
ended up flying out to New York a few 
months later to work on the mural. 

The 100-foot mural, which took Jost 
nine months to create, was painted in a 
loft he had rented in Greenwich Village 
and then transferred to the studio. 

“Jimi [Hendrix] just said he wanted 
space, and I did the best I could un- 
derstanding his music, the depth of his 
spiritual involvement and the message 
that he seemed to tell in his verbal im- 
agery to do something I thought was 


fitting for that,” Jost said. “And I think

Return to the West Coast 

After his stint in New York City, Jost 
returned to the sunny shores of South- 
ern California, where he has resided for 
the majority of his life. 

Jost said he has been lucky to have 
picked up projects here and there to sup- 
port himself financially throughout the 
years. He has been commissioned for a 
variety of pieces in both public and pri- 
vate galleries in California and Hawaii. 

For the past year and a half, Jost has 
been working on a commissioned col- 
lection for Pastor Rick Warren at Sad- 
dleback Church in Rancho Capistrano 
in San Juan Capistrano. The cast and 
fused glass mosaic artwork is a collec- 
tion of the 15 Stations of the Cross. 

He has completed nine pieces and is 
currently working on the 10th. 

“It’s overwhelming,” Jost said. “The 
next piece will be the ‘Last Supper,’ and 
it’s going to be a really big one.” 

Jost has lived in Dana Point, Calif., for 
more than 25 years and recently married 
his third wife, Donna Jost, who is also an

for 35 years, said a lot has changed. 
“We grew, and we kept growing,” 
Sanfilippo said about the program, orig- 
inally started as a student committee 
called Concerns for the Handicapped. 

Over the years, he said DSS has 
grown to a department of 24 full-time 
and 30 part-time members and went 
from serving 50 to more than 1,300 
students with disabilities. 

“T look around my office here, and I 
have five people who have worked for 
me for over 20 years,” he said. “Most ~ 
people have been here a long time. 
There’s a real commitment and a sense 
of making a difference in students lives.” 

Since its inception, Sanfilippo said 
DSS has evolved constantly to meet the 
changing needs of students on campus. 

“We've seen these peaks and pla- 
teaus in terms of different disability cat- 
egories,” Sanfilippo said. “When I first 
came here, we saw a steady increase in 
students with learning disabilities. Then 
we began to see a large number of stu- 
dents with a psychological disability, 
probably in the last 10 years.” 

Nicole Smith, an autism specialist, 
said new programs such as Autism 
Services were introduced by DSS to 
accommodate the increase in students 
with a diagnosed disability, which 
came about due to better assessments. 

“T think it’s really exciting that we 
get to say we’ve been here for 40 years,” 
Smith said. “It’s really great that there’s 
a department here that’s available for 
people with disabilities, [who] maybe 
thought that they weren’t going to be 
able to make it in college ...”

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Campus smoking policy should be made clear to students 


On a typical day at Cal State 
Long Beach, a student can expect 
to see at least one person using an 
electronic cigarette or vaporizer. 

According to University Police, 
some students have even been us- 
ing e-cigarettes and vaporizers in 
hallways and classrooms. 

The smoking policy on campus 
is modeled after Assembly Bill 846, 
according to the university website. 

A 2003 Cal State University 
memoran- 
dum that 
discussed 
AB 846 
did not 
mention the prohibition of e-cigarettes 
or vaporizers within 20 feet of build- 
ings and windows. 

Although neither product emits to- 
bacco smoke, however, campus policy 
mandates that anyone using such 
devices be at least 20 feet away from 
building entrances and windows. 

According to Dean of Students 
Jeff Klaus, e-cigarettes and vapor- 
izers apply to the campus smoking 
policy because a federal agency 
classified them in the same category 
as traditional tobacco smoke. 

Although we think that e-ciga- 
rettes and vaporizers are safe al- 
ternatives to traditional cigarettes, 
we believe that those who use them 
should adhere to the university’s 
smoking policy.

Obama should reconsider widespread use of military drones 


A pair of human rights organizations alleged 
the U.S. has not been entirely forthcoming about 
the actual number of civilians killed by military 
drone strikes, according to the Los Angeles 
Times. 

Research data from Amnesty International 
and Human Rights Watch appears to indicate 
that some of the drone strikes were illegal 
under international law. 

“The tragedy is that drone aircraft deployed 
by the USA over Pakistan now instill the same 
kind of fear in the people of the tribal areas that 
was once associated only with al Qaeda,” the 
Amnesty International report said. ° 

In addition, the reports allege that the number 
of actual civilian deaths is far higher than num- 
bers reported by the U.S. 

If these accusations prove to be true, then it 
is vital that the U.S. re-examines the scope and 
magnitude of its drone policy. 

Killing known enemy combatants who 
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are actively engaged against the U.S. is one 
thing. Killing civilians who mean no harm is 
another. 

As one might expect, this isn’t the first time 
the military drone program has drawn negative 
attention. 

Controversy arose in 2011 when a drone strike 
killed U.S.-born Anwar al-Awlaki in Yemen. 

According to CBS News, 
al-Awlaki was a jihadist 
who created numerous 
propaganda videos against 
the U.S. 

Although the U.S. believed it had the author- 
ity to kill al-Awlaki, the facts of the case suggest 
otherwise. 

What made al-Awlaki’s situation different 
from other jihadists was that he was born in 
the U.S. 

According to CBS News, at the time of his 
death, al-Awlaki had not been charged with any 
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crimes. 

How could the U.S. government have justified 
killing an American who had not been charged 
with any crimes? 

Yes, al-Awlaki’s advocacy of jihad against the 
U.S. was deplorable. Since he did not commit a 
crime, however, the act of killing him was com- 
pletely unjustified. 

To order the death of 
an American in a foreign 
country requires a high 
burden of proof. Whether the 

U.S. had such proof remains 
unknown. F 

In addition to the killing of al-Awlaki, drones 
have also been responsible for the deaths of in- 
nocent civilians. , 

United Nations Special Rapporteur on Hu- 
man Rights and Counterterrorism Ben Emerson 
estimated that U.S. drone strikes have killed at 
least 400 civilians since 2002, according to CBS 
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News. 

There is no way on can justify an acciden- 
tal killing of 400 innocent civilians in drone 
strikes. 

While drones may be welcome for some, it’s 
clear their presence has cast a dark shadow on 
U.S. foreign policy. : 

The newly released drone reports should 
prompt President Barack Obama to reconsider his 
approval of the drone program. 3 

As any other piece of technology, drones 
should be used responsibly. 

Instead of being used solely as weapons, 
drones should be used as tools to help the U.S. 
better achieve its missions abroad. i 

Let’s hope the Obama administration takes i 
a fresh look at a program that is embroiledin ~ 
murky legal territory. 

The lives of innocent civilians depend on it.
